‘It’s the best program to 
come along in years,”’ Craw- 
ford County commissioner 
John Miller said of the Mich- 
igan Management Risk 
Authority (MMRA).

Diabetes Clinic 
at Mercy Hospital 


Free Blood tests to help 
detect diabetes will be offer- 
ed by Mercy Hospital, Gray- 
ling Wednesday, Nov. 10 and 
Thursday, Nov. 11 from 1 
p.m. to 3 p.m. each day. The 
testing will be conducted in 
the Long Term Care Facility 
Lounge. 

The testing is part of a 
joint effort of the American 
Diabetes Association, Mich- 
igan Affiliate and 180 Mich- 
igan hospitals and health 
centers during Diabetes 
Detection Week, November 
7-13. The tests are open to 
persons over 18 years of age 
who have not previously 
been diagnosed as diabetic. 

An estimated 240,000 per- 
sons in Michigan have 
diabetes and do not know it. 
Persons who run a high risk 
of developing diabetes are 
over forty, overweight, and 
related to diabetics. Health 
professionals recommend 
annual diabetes testing for 
these individuals. 

Diabetes is a _ serious 
disease that is a major cause 
of heart attack, kidney 
failure, blindness and death. 
The stymptoms of diabetes, 
when present, may include 
frequent urination, abnor- 
mal thirst, unusual hunger, 
rapid weight loss, itching, 
fatigue, blurred vision, and 
Slow healing of cuts and 
scratches. 

For best results, a meal 
high in carbohydrates with 
large amount of starches 
and sugars should be eaten 
two hours before the test. 

A person planning to take 
the test after lunch could 
have soup, a sandwich, cake 
or pie, and a glass of milk. 
The meal should be eaten 
within a 15-minute time 
period and nothing else ex- 
cept water should be taken 
before the test. 

If the test indicates that a 
person may have diabetes, 
he will be advised to see his 
own physician for further 
evaluation. 

This screening test and the 
recommended high carbohy- 
drate meal are not appro- 
priate for persons who have 
been told that they have 
diabetes.

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Democrats have lost their 
challenge of the recent legislative 
reapportionment plan in the U/S. 
Supreme Court but said they will be 
looking to a Democratic governor 
and control in the Legislature to re- 
write the plan. 

The nation’s highest court turned 


down an appeal, 7-2. Four justices. 
were needed to even bring the ques- . 


tion before them for consideration. 

Only justices John Paul Stevens 
and Harry Blackman said they 
would hear the appeal while the 
majority, in standard language, said 
the case did not involve a ‘‘substan- 
tial federal question.” 

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor had 
previously refused to upset the re- 
apportionment plan for the 1982 
election. 

The plan was drawn under guide- 
lines established by the state 
Supreme Court which required 
Senate and House districts to 
respect county boundaries while 
permitting a maximum population 
spread between the largest and 
smallest districts of 16.4 percent. 

The plan is generally believed to 
favor Republicans, but Democrats 
are looking to regain the contrdl of 
the Legislature on the heels of con- 
tinued recessions in the national and 
state economies. 

With a Democratic Legislature 
coupled with a Democratic governor 
(should James Blanchard win the 
general election) for the first time in 
20 years, the reapportionment plan 
could be redrawn by the new Legis- 
lature and put in place before the 
1984 general election. 

A. Robert Kleiner, Democratic co- 
chair of the now defunct Com- 
mission on Legislative Reapportion- 
ment, said ‘“‘I am really shocked to 
see (the Supreme Court) depart from 
one-man, one-vote standards. 
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Democrats Lose 
Reapportionment Battle 
In U.S. Supreme Court

“It makes the election this year 
even more important to elect a 
Democratic Senate, House and 
governor. That will assure we can 
adopt a new reapportionment plan 
closer to equal population.”’ 

He said he was surprised the ap- 
peal was not supported by Justices 
Thurgood Marshall and William J. 
Brennan Jr., who are considered two 
of the most liberal members of the 
court. 

Republican Party Chairman Mel 
Larsen called the action good news, 
but disagreed with Kleiner’s assess- 
ment, 

“IT don’t think they’re saying as 
much about one-man, one-vote as 
about the state’s rights. The (state) 
Supreme: Court outlined very care- 
fully their rationale for deviating 
from that standard — county lines, 
integrity of local boundaries, etc. 
There’s not much reason to find a 
flaw.” 

He also suggested the Legislature 
would have a very difficult time 
drawing a new reapportionment 
plan, because the Supreme Court 
retained control. 

The court declared the apportion- 
ment commission unconstitutional, 
because it was not controlled by 
standards for drawing districts. 

It adopted a plan drawn under its 
standards after the Legislature 
failed to agree to plans. It said its 
plan would apply to this election, 
but Justice Charles Levin and John 
Fitzgerald, in supplemental 
opinions, also said the Legislature 
would be controlled by the standar- 
ds used in drawing the adopted plan. 

Both Republicans and Democrats 
will be closely watching the up- 
coming election results, not only for 
their most immediate interests, but 
also for who has control to retain or 
change the current reapportionment 
plan drawn after the 1980 census.

The annual mail campaign 
of the Retired Senior Volun- 
teer Program is being con- 
dcuted beginning the week of 
November 1. Over 4,000 let- 
ters are being mailed to 
residents of Crawford Coun- 
ty and Roscommon County. 

The Retired Senior Volun- 
teer Program is in its 10th 
year in Crawford County. 
Over the past 9 years there 
have been 154,242 volunteer 
service hours provided by 
RSVP. Recipients of those 
volunteer hours have been 
the Historical Museum, Har- 
twick Pines, the public 
schools and libraries, 4-H of- 
fices, Chamber of Commer- 
ce, Senior Citizen Center and 
Mercy Hospital, to name a 
few. The Senior Volunteer

I am not absolutely sure 
whether I saw a Star-nosed 
mole or not, but it is possible 
since the habitat was right. 
In Michigan we have two 
kinds of moles, the common 
garden variety and the star- 
nosed. Both have soft, short, 
velvety fur and an apparent 
lack of eyes and ears. Both 
have front feet which are 
well adapted for digging. 
The star-nosed mole is 
common in swampy areas 
but is seldom seen so, for 
that reason, I am not sure if I 
did in fact see one. 

The star-nosed mole has a 
fringe of twenty-two fleshy 
feelers surrounding its nose 
which, according to two 
sources I have, are used for 
detecting food. The other end 
of this five-inch long critter 
has a tail which is longer 
than in other moles. The tail 
is unusual in that it becomes 
thick and red during the 
breeding season which is 
thought to be during the win- 
ter. 

The  star-nosed mole 
prefers a mossy bog or a wet 
marsh to dry land so it is at 
home in the water. Never- 
theless, a considerable 
amount of food is needed 
daily (some one and a half 
times its own weight) so a lot 
of tunnel digging is done. It 
has been estimated that if a 
man had the strength of a 
mole, he could in a single 
night dig a tunnel thirty- 
seven miles long and wide 
enough to let his body 
through. The bulk of their 
food is made up of worms, 
insects, crabs and - snails, 
which are the goals of all 
that day and night digging.
